E/ far'tho mosfc important as vrell a 


the latest, form of dynamites or solid! 
Duel uitroglyooriii are those designate' 
"not too happily as "blasting gelatin*. ' 
Many persona imagine, quite naturally 
that these consist of some form of gela 
tin, isinglass or glue, converted 
chemical means into a. powerful cxplo 
sivo. But "blasting gelatin" contain! 
OO particle whatever of gelatin, prop 
erly BO called, the term being applied to a 
ini.xtiiro of nitroglyooriu aud:a uitrocel 
lulose. It is prepared at Ardeer, in Ayr 
shiro, N. B. , by heating nitroglycerin 
in "jacketed" pans to between 40 de 
grees and water at 00 degrees C. — 140 
degrees F. — a certain proportion of dry 
gnu cotton of the "soluble" kind. A 
current of hot water at CO degrees C. — 
140 degrees F. — circulating between 
tho outer and inner pans keeps the con- 
tents of the latter at the required tem- 
perature, and tho mixing is effected by 
mechanical stirrers. 


Any rise of temperature abovo 43 de- 


grees C.-^— 113* degrees F. — is quickly 
checker! by turning into the outer 
"jacket" a stream of cold water in place 
of tho hot tor a time. In the course of 
about an hour the nitrocotton is die- 
solved' in tho nitroglycerin, the two 
bodies uniting to form n move or loss 
stiff homogeneous jelly. It may indeed 
bo compared to tho photographic collo- 
dion, thickened by evaporation, the gun 
cotton having been dissolved not in tho 
usual alcohol-ether mixture, but in pi 
troglyceriu. When composed of 93 per 
cent of the latter, with 7 per cent cot- 
ton, 
we got a most powerful explosive. 


Mr. G. Macroberts, the manager at 
Ardeer, observes upon this point: 


"Of all tho uitroglycerin explosives 


blasting gelatin is the strongest. If the 
energy of dynamite bo represented by 
100, that of blasting gelatin will bs 150. 
Nitrogelatin itself shows less energy 
than blasting gelatin. " — Nineteenth 
Century.

It was her* ambition to govern tH'oso 


that governed and to command tho lead- 
era of armies. It. was to Fulvia that 
Cleopatra, was obliged for teaching An? 
touius due siibrnission to'femalo'authbr* 
ity. He had gone through such a course 
of discipline as made 'him perfectly 
tractable when he came Into her bands.

WASHINGTON, August 16.—President 


A. C. Fiske of the Pan-American Bi 
metallic League has sent a statement 
to the special committee of the United 
States Senate investigating the Indus 
trial depression and a remedy for it 
Fiske says one or two more panics wil 
Snd this country in the condition of 
Home and other extinct republics when 
they went down. There was no neces 
sity whatever for issuing Governmen 
bonds and every one issued has re 
suited in robbing the people to the f ul 
extent of the issue. Why should we bi 
t-»xed from fifty to one hundred mill 
ions a year for thirty years in order to 
maintain the banking system which 
was conceived in sin, born in iniquity 
nurtured in conspiracy and ripenec 
into treason. It would seem that Con 
gress has already legislated in the in 
teresta of the creditor class beyond th

January, 1893, the County Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools appointed 
the relator, Wm. Webster, and Wm. 
Pinniger school trustees for said dis- 
trict, stating that they were to hold 
their office until the first Mondaj in 
January succeeding the next general 
election, but the appointment did not 
designate which of said persons was 
appointed for long term or which 
for the short term made vacant 
by the failure to bold said election. 
The persons so appointed acted as 
such trustees until June 39,1894, when 
Wm. Pinniger resigned his said office, 
to take effect on the first day of the 
next month, and since the 2d day oi 
July, 1891, the respondent, H. B. Bule, 
has been acting with two other mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees of said 
district, as a school trustee thereof, 
ind since said date the relator has not 
been meeting and acting with said 
other members as a member of said 
Board. 


It further appears that o a the fourth 


Monday of May, 1894, an election for 
school trustees was held in said dis- 
trict, and notice, sufficient in time, 
was given to the effect that at said 
election there would be elected " one 
school trustee for long term and two 
for the short term." The act under 
which said election was held (Stat. of 
STev., 1893, p. 115), provided that at 
said election there should ba elected 
in such school district " one trustee to 
serve two years and one to serve foar 
yaars." Neither the notice of election, 
aorthe certificates issued thereafter, 
specified that any vacanov was to be 
dlled, nor which of the two persons to 
vhom certificates for the short term 
vere issued, was elected to fill the 
vacancy caused by failing to elect a 
long term Trustee in May 1892. .At 
the election so held the relator was 
elected long term Trustee, his term of 
>tfice to commence next January, and 
Vat ban Stanley and respondent baviug 
received, respectively, 319 and 340 votes, 
the highest number cast, therefore, 
certificates were issued to them "as 
trustees for the short term, their term 
of office to begin on the first Monday 
in July, 1896." The claim of the relator 
to said office, at this time, depends 
upon his appointment by the County 
Superintendent on July 2,1893, while 
that of the respondent is to be decided 
by the validity of his alleged election 
m May 1891. This is a contest under 
the statute to determine the rights ol 
the relator and respondent to an office 
md the statute provides that "tin 
trial must, if practicable, determine 
the rights of the contesting paities,' 
(Gen. 
stat. of Nev., sec. 3717.) By this 


proceeding the right of the respondent 
to hold this office is challenged, and 
upon him is cast, the bnrden of estab- 
lishing his claim, if that fails he will 
be ousted and 
the office declared 


vacant, unless the relator shows that 
be is lawfully entitled thereto; and 
ipon that issue upon him rests the 
burden of showing that of right he is 
che lawful bolder of the office (People 
[•hacker, 55 $ 7, 529), and it is not with- 
out precedent to determine proceed- 
ings, that neither of the candidates are

STo provision has been made by law for 
ailing a vacancy in the office of School 
Trustee by election. The County Sa- 
erintendent is authorized to appoint 
for all vacancies. (Gen. Stat. of Nev.i 
Sec. 1,305, State of Nov.. 1891, p. 94, 
Sec. 3.) It seems to be settled law in 


It may be admitted M held in Hale 


vs. Biscboff (36 Poo. Bep. 764) that an 
appointment to fill a vacancy gives • 
right to the office for the fall unex- 
pired term, although the appointment 
is fora shorter period. It will be re- 
membered that when Webster and Pin- 
niger were appointed in January, 189C* 
there were two vacancies, one of which 
expired July 1,1894. 


There is nothing to show whether 


Webster or Pinniger, or either of them, 
was appointed for the long term. It is 
just as fair to presume that Pinniger 
was the long term Trustee as to sup- 
pose that the relator was, and if the 
relator was the short term Trustee his 
right to the office, by reason of said

•appointment, expired the 1st of hut 
July. The Court cannot indulge in 
presumptions of facts in matters of 
ibis kind. If relator was appointed in 
January, 1893, long term Trustee, he 
should have proven it. If he was not, 
bis office, under said appointment as 
short term Trustee, expired the first of 
last month. Something more than a 
guess a? to whether the relator or 
someone else was at that time ap- 
pointed for the long term is necessary 
to warrant a finding or judgment inj 
relator's favor. 
Under the agreed 


staleinent, there Is as much reason to 
suppose that Pinniger was appointed 
for the long term as the relator. It 
was the duty of the relator, before be 
can ask for a judgment in bis favor, to 
show affirmatively that he is now en- 
titled to the office from which he asks 
to have the respondent ousted. This 
he has not done. 


As to the costs, the statute provides 


that when a judgment of ouster is 
entered against the respondent it shall 
also be " that he pay the costs of the 
proceedings." '(Gen. Stats, of Nev., Sec. 
8722) 


It. therefore, follows, as a matter of 


law, that a judgment of ouster and for 
costs should be entered against re- 
spondent; that relator has no claim or 
title to said office at thin time and that 
the office of School Trustee for Beno 
School District No. 10, for which a 
Trustee should have been elected in I 
May, 1892, for the term of four years is 
now vacant. 


Let judgment be entered accord- 


ingly.

STev, 76; State vs. Collins, 2 Nev., 351.) 


"An election held in any State with- 


out the sanction of statutory or consti- 
tutional provisions would be entirely 
without validity, notwithstanding a 
unanimous vote should be oast in favor 
of any proposed measure. There is no 
inherent reserved power in the people 
to hold elections; they are therefore of 
no effect unless held by virtue of some 
law in force when the election is held.1' 
(6 Am. & Eng, Enc. of Law, pp. 293,204.) 
The voters of Beno School District No 
10 had the right to elect in May, 1894J 
twu School Trustees, one for two years' 
and one for four years. That was the 
extent of their power, because that was 
the limit of the authority which the 
Legislature had granted by the Act an- 
der which the election waa held. "The 
authority to elect certain number of 
officers confers no right to vote for a 
greater number. (I bid. p. 294.) It 
therefore follows that, as only one 
Trustee for the short term could legal- 
ly be elected at the election held in 
May, 1894, and as the respondent Bale 
did not receive the highest number of 
votes oast at said election for said of- 
floe, be was not elected; and has ao 
right or authority to exercise any of 
the authority or perform any of the 
duties of said office.

The organic matter in waters consists 


of what is known as free and al- 
buminoid ammonia. Of these two the j 
albuminoid is by far the most import- 
ant and is taken as an indication of 
pollution from either or both animal 
and vegetable sources, the discrimina- 
tion being made in accordance with 
the quantities of chlorine and free am- 
monia found to be present in a given 
sample. An excessive amoint of al- 
buminoid ammonia, accompanied by 
any marked amount of free ammonia 
and chlorine, owes its origin to animal 
contamination; but if free ammonia is 
absent or in unmarked quantities, with 
Little or no chlorine, the source of pol- 
lution it vegetable and usually much 
less noxious than pollution 
from 


animal sources.

Medical literature of-this country aa 


well as that of England aiicl continental 
Europe relates many remarkable in- 
stances'of the spontaneous' combustion 
of ~th<3 human body. In all such cases, 
which ore the more interesting ou ac- 
coxirit'oi their comparative rarity, the 
victim lias been a person 'addicted to tho 
imtrioderate use of spirituous liquors,. 
«ither..Bs » boyerage or in the form of a 
bath. Little by .little all the water and 
other liquids of the body are replaced by 
alcohol, and ' then all that is necessary 
to cause a .catastrophe is to find some 
means of applying'flame to the spiritous 
gases which are' • escaping from' every 
pore. Occasionally the breath of the 
poor victim is flrcd-while lighting a 
pipe or a cigar, .or- it may be that a 
flame comes in.(contact with and lights 
tue alcoholic, vapors, which are .escaping 
from . some other portion of the body. 
WEon once the fire is applied, a bluish 
flame extends very rapidly to all parts 
of-the body, • leavitig it a shapeless mass 
of charted flesh' and calcined bones. IB 
many instances attempts have been 
made to extinguish-the flames with wa- 
ter, but al.ways without success. When 
tha affected parts -of the victim are 
touched, a f;itty hi'atter attaches itself to 
the finger, still- contanvtnlg to burn and 
giving'- off- a very ^disagreeable odor, 
something similar .to .that which arises 
from burning a mixture -of horn, hair 
and -WQol. 


During all this 'tiirio a thick black 


smoko arises from the bo'dy and attaches 
itself to the surface of all objects with 
which it-comes -ill cautact, the "set- 
tlings" from it being iu the form of a 
sweat, unctuous to the touch and of au 
unbearable fetor. In tho majority of 
such cases combustion is only arrested 
when tho flesh has been reduced to 
cracklings and the bone to powder. 
Vincent, iu his "Curiosities Respecting 
Man," says, "Commonly tho feet and 
portion of the head are not burned, but 
usually when tho combustion is finished 
it is difficult to believe that the inciner- 
ated mass is all that is loft of a human 
body."—St. Louis Republic.

The commercial traveler iu England 


is little different from his American 
brother,, pursuing flie same line of pol- 
icy in "getting thero" so far as securing 
trade is concerned. His invariable rule, 
however, is that his first price given to 
a local merchant is his last and ouly 
one. There is no goiiig in the morning 
with an offer and then in the afternoon 
with an extra inducement to muko the 
trade. This being tho invariable rulo, it 
saves much labor and apprehension in 
the miud of tho buyer thr.t he has no 
itouo so well as ho coald have done wit! 
more diplomacy.

'tho traveler, and nt tho hotels a spccia 
apartment called tho commercial roon 
is set apart for his exclusive use. Iu thi 
coom smoking is p_vpliibitotl until 9 p 
in., a place being devoted to that pur 
poso at other, times. The traveler take: 
bis meals iu tho commercial room, th< 
dinner beting a sot uffliir in which al 
travelers in tho house generally partici 
pate. Tho oldest uinu is at tha head o: 
tho tablo and i.i called tho president, 
while at tlio foot is tho youngest man, 
and ho is termed vico president. Seloc 
tioils of food arc oi'toii'uiaito by vote, 
:md two or throu v/ili club together for 
apccial dishes or v.'iuus, tho pi'esideu 
generally putting tho question. 


A dinner costs in this way from 50 to 


7.5 couts and other meals iu proportion, 
very good food aucl .service being hat 
throughout Groat L'riiain and Irclauc 
at'these prices.
